SIDNEY E. MANNING, 
Corporal, Co. G, 167th Infantry. | 
Corpora! Manning received the Dis- | 
tinguished Service Cross for conspicu- | 
ous gallantry near Brvuvannes, France, 
July 28, 1918. Corporal Manning waa 
in charge of an autoinatic rifle squad 
@uring an assault by his battalion on 
the strongly fortified heights everlook- 
ing the Ourcg river for the purpose of 
exploiting the successful passage of 
the stream. During the advance on | 
the hill his platoon commander was | 
Killed and just as the crest was | 
reached the platoon sergeant was | 
wounded. Corporal Manning then as- | 
sumed command of the platoon, which 
was near the center of the assaulting | 
lne and was meeting with desperate 
resistance. Though he himself was 
Severely wounded and was the only | 
survivor of his squad, this soldier led 
forward the 35 effectives remaining in 
the platoon against an enemy strong 
point which was wired, intremched and 
defended by machin: guns and domli- | 
mated the entire Ourcg valley. He was 
repeatedly wounded, but he succeeded | 
in getting a foothold at this strong | 
point with but seven men remaining 
with him. While the latter consolidat- 
ed their position under his direction, 
with the platoon on the flank, he beld | 
off a considerable number of the enemy | 
60 ards away by fire from his auto- | 
matic rifle. He remained in this posi- 
tion until the entire line had been con- 
solidated, when he crawled tack to 
shelter, having received nine wounds.

JOHN C. VILLEPIGUE, 
Corporal, Company M, 118th Infantry. | 
For: unusual bravery displayed in 
Q@ction at Vaux-Andigny, France, Oc- 
tober 15, 1918, Corp. Villepigue was 
awarded the Distinguished Service 
Cross. Having bevn sent out with 
two other soldiers to scout through 
the village of Vaux-Andigny, Corp. 
Villepigue met with strong resistance 
from enemy machine gun fire, which 
killed one of his men and wounded 
the other. Continuing his advance, 
without aid, 500 yards In advance of 
his platoon and in the face of artit- 
lery and machine gun fire, he encour- 
tered four of the enemy in a dugout, 
whom he attacked and killed with a 
band grenade. Crawling forward to 
@ point 150 yards in advance of his | 
first encounter he rushed a machine | 
gun nest, killing four and capturigg | 
six of the enemy, and taking two light 
machine guns.

After his platoon 
bed gained its objective alang a rail- 
read embankment, Private Itliboy, uc 
ecompanying his platoon leader to rec 
ennoiter the ground beyond, was sud- 
denly fired upon by an enemy machine 
gun from one hundred yards. From 
a standing position on the ralirvad 
track, fully exposed to view, he opened 
fire at once, but failing to silence the 
gun, rushed forward with his bayonet 
fixed, through a wheat field toward 
the gun emplacement, falling within 
twenty-fiye yards of the gun with his 
Fight leg nearly severed nbove the 
knee, and with several bullet holes in 
bady, with undaunted courage, he 
continued to fire into the emplace- 
ment from a prone position, killing 
two of the enemy and dispersing the 
rest of the crew.
